Heavy fines 
and imprisonment must accompany this legislation, for any 
and all violations of same. Mental Health is an un-Christian 
method of abolishing trial by Jury.

On July 3 and 4, Attorney JAMES VENABLE appeared to 
be In charge of the program and arrangements. 



It is estimated there were about 600 persons present 
at the meeting on the evening of July 3. This was held in the 
front yard of the home of VENABLE, which is a very large home 
and yard. It was open to the public and no one was seen 
wearing Klan robes. Police were not on the grounds, but were 
going by regularly on the road. At the start of the meeting, 
both VENABLE and BUTTERWORTH talked, and VENABLE expressed 
himself as very bitter that the V. F. W. had refused to let 
them use its place for a meeting. He said that he himself 
had originally given the property to the V. F. W. for its 
club and when he first gave it had a clause in the agreement 
that he could take the property back. Later, he said he had 
signed the property over to them, and now there Is nothing 
he can do about their refusal to let the meeting be held 
there. VENABLE made the statement that he was going to 
fight the mayor of Stone Mountain about this matter. If he 
meets up with him. 

WALLACE BUTTERWORTH made statements along the same 
line of being displeased about not holding the meeting where 
they had originally planned. 

VENABLE then introduced Retired Admiral JOHN H. 
CROMMELIN, who spoke for about an hour and a half. At the 
start of his speech, he said he knew they were angry about not

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being allowed to meet where they had planned, but he urged 
them to cool down about it and said that nothing can be 
gained by violence. His speech was mostly about the dangers 
of Communism. He said this country is full of Communism, 
and that there are a lot of Communist Agents in Mexico and 
Cuba with a date set to take over this country. He did not 
say what the date was. He said the Red Chinese were very active 
in this move and that Russia is pushing these people to do 
this. 

CROMMELIN made the statement that the Jews are behind 
most of the trouble in this country and said that they have about 
80control of the country now. CROMMELIN said that what the 
Jews want to do is to do away with the white race and then 
they can control the Negroes themselves. He said the Negroes 
think they are being smart by their present agitation and 
trouble with the white people, but after the Negroes have been 
used by the Jews, the Jews will have no trouble in wiping 
them out. 

What CROMMELIN advocated to be done about it was for 
white men to get together and boycott the Jewish merchants. 

He said the Jews have a special kind of mark on things that 
they control. 
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WALLACE BUTTERWORTH played some recordings which 
he said were of speeches he had made and said these recordings 
were being produced in quantity and they will be available 
at $3*00 each. BUTTERWORTH said he had been a news commentator 
in the past in New York and Chicago and all over the country. 

A man who was introduced as Dr. G. ROY LOCKWOOD 
made a speech. In the introduction and in literature that 
was passed out Dr. LOCKWOOD is shown as Director of the Patriotic 
Evangelical News Service, Post Office Box 213* Sioux City 2, 

Iowa. In his speech he made a lot of references to the 
Bible and talked against Jews and the Federal Reserve System. 

He said he wanted to have the Federal Reserve System abolished 
and that the Jews will control it. 

The meeting was closed by prayer given by Reverend 
F. L. SCHWARTZ of Lancaster, South Carolina. 

Nothing was said publicly in the meeting in the 
nature of instructions that Klansmen should take any action 
as Klansmen about the Negroes then meeting in Atlanta and 
picketing the hotels and no public statements were made 
by anyone identifying themselves as members of any Klan 
organization.

April 23 and 24,’ 1962: 

A public meeting sponsored by the South Carolina groiip 
of captioned organization was held on Saturday night, April 21, 1962, 
at Inman Golf Putt, Inman, South Carolina. Attendance was 
estimated at between 500 and 700 people with about 150 people 
standing around the speakers platform and the remainder seated 
in automobiles parked in the area. Five or six Security Guards 
dressed in gray uniforms with gold helmets assisted in parking 
the automobiles and in addition patroled the area during the 
meeting. 

A cross burning had been planned; hotoeVer, no cross was 
burned due to the request of a local minister who argued thSt a 
cross burning on the night before Easter was not in keeping with the 
Easter season. Instead, a large electrically-powered cross was 
erected near the speakers platform. The portable power supply 
being used for the loud speakers and lighting was defective and 
frequent malfunctions occurred.

Defensive Legion of Registered 
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Informant furnished a mimeographed document entitled, 
"Program of the Defensive Legion," which reads as follows: 

"Membership in the Defensive Legion is limited to 
Christian members of the Anglo-Saxon or Caucasion race. 

"The avowed purpose of the Defensive Legion is to band 
together as one solid voting unit, to legally overcome the evil 
combination of Negroes and Jews. Their bloc voting has gained 
absolute control of our American elections and government, at local, 
state, and national levels. Together, they are ruining this country. 

"The white man's only hope lies in the U.S. Congress. It 
is the sole representative of the people, but treasonous Congresses 
have surrendered that body's powers under the Constitution to 
Dictator Presidents and tyrannical Supreme Courts. 

"1. The Defensive Legion has no such idea of reform 

for these traitor members of Congress. It is banding- 
together to kick them out of office in the elections, 
district by district, and state by state, replacing 
them with loyal Americans. 

"2. The Defensive Legion will force a new Congress to 
take back it's own powers, and either curb or 
impeach Chief Executives and Supreme Courts, in 
the latter case by removal of all appellate 
jurisdiction in matters that belong solely to 
the Sovereign States of our Union. 

"3. Our decisions on any Senator's or Representative's 

guilt, will be based solely on his total voting record 
on Bills of Socialist treason. 

"THE DEFENSIVE LEGION DEMANDS IMMEDIATE ACTION ON THE 
FOLLOWING: 

"1. Complete abolition of all Foreign aid, in the form 
of Giveaway of American taxpayers' money to any 
nation. The giving of our substance to foreign 
bohunks is chained sLavery under Socialist Welfare 
State tyrants, not to be endured by free men. 
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"2. Immigration laws must be strictly enforced, as of 
the Census of 1940, with expulsion of all who are 
here illegally and unfingerprinted, according to 
established quotas.

Court must be immediately repealed. New legislation 
must declare that such laws have no validity to 
the United States, nor any of it's citizens. 

The Defensive Legion demands repeal of every law 
concerning coining or printing of U.S. currency, 
by any private group returning that power to 
Congress alone as fully outlined in the U.S. 
Constitution. This legislation must call for 
immediate repeal and abolishmait of the Federal 
Reserve System. 

"5. No business, corporation, group or individuals may 
enjoy the special privilege of a tax-exempt status, 
in whole or in part, because of establishment of 
any fund or Foundation whatsoever. Investments 
in any foreign securities or bonds, charities or 
governments will be immediately removed from and 
tax-free status such as Israel bonds, with 
reclamation of taxes to be made by the U.S. 

Government for all purchases made heretofore. 

No religious body may engage in any business 
that produces revenue, unless such business and 
all property pertaining to it fall under the tax 
laws of the United States. 

"6. The U.S. Government shall not engage in any business, 
not directly concerned with the safety of the United 
States, in competition with projects of the various 
states, nor pass any legislation concerning education, 
religion, or freedom of assembly which under the 
Constitution belongs to the individual states. 

' : 7. All legislation and Executive power must be removed, 
under which economic, religious or racial restrictions 
are imposed upon ary person or group seeking to gain 
any government contract for any purpose. No person 
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shall be deprived of full and equal opportunity 
to participate in any project that is government 
sponsored or subsidized because of his having 
exercised individual freedom of choice in any 
racial associations, or religious or economic 
preferences. 

"8. The Federal government must be prohibited, by 
Constitutional Amendment, from channelling any 
funds whatsoever into the American educational 
system, excepting on a proportional population 
basis to the various states for school construction. 

It must not be allowed to pay teachers or prescribe 
text books. Hiring of teachers must be done at 
local school board level. No grants of any 
nature may be made by the government, either to 
schools, colleges or individuals. 

"9. No citizen shall be drafted or enlisted into the 
military forces of the United States, either here 
or abroad in service, unless such person remain 
at all times under the sole authority, jurisdiction 
and protection of the United States. Any citizen 
may refuse the oath of allegiance and obedience, 
without penalty, under the present Status of Forces 
treasonous Agreement. 

"10. All revenues to the government on Social Security, 
must be spent solely on Social Security payments 
to citizens, and may not be diverted to any other 
expenditure. 

"11. The National Guard shall be given it's true 

name of State Guard, and shall not be federalized 
excepting under actual conditions of war. There 
shall be no draft or calling of it*s members excepting 
in time of war. 

"12. No person shall be compelled to associate with 

any others against his will, nor share any facility 
involving personal hygiene with members of another 
race, either publicly or privately, nor shall any 
person be discriminated against in any government 
project because of his belief in such matters, but 
every citizen shall have equal protection under 
the law against such compulsion. 
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"13. No religious or racial group shall place any 

commodity in interstate or intrastate travel whereby 
any assessment., tax, license or fee may be charged 
to the benefit of any religious group or racial 
group, unless such commodity is strictly limited 
in it's sale to that group, and withheld from 
sale to the general public. No commodity may bear 
any special mark, code or symbol either on it's 
container or on the product, to the benefit of one 
religious or racial group which may prove detri¬ 
mental to any other, through it’s ultimate sale 
to the general public, nor shall the ingredients 
of any commodity be changed or added to from the 
genuine original to meet any dietary or sanitation 
laws of a religious or racial group, unless 
confined to sale of that particular group alone. 


"14. The Defensive Legion condemns the barbaric practise 
of MENTAL HEALTH in all it’s intricate details, 
as follows: 

No citizen shall be confined for any cause, 
either temporarily or permanently in any Mental 
Hospital, Asylum, or Institution, without open 
court trial by a jury of his peers, being given 
full opportunity to produce credible witnesses in 
his own defense. No Judge, Doctor of Medicine, 
ndr Psychiatrist, nor any group of persons may 
take legal steps toward such incarceration, except 
as part of such public trial and public examination 
of such person. No medication or treatment in any 
form may be given to such person either before or 
during such trial or examination. 

No child shall be given any written or oral test 
in any public or private school to determine it's 
sanity or degree of sanity, nor shall any child 
be submitted to any medical or psychiatric 
examination in school, either with or without written 
consent of it's parents or guardians. Heavy fines 
and imprisonment must accompany this legislation, 
for any and all violations of same. Mental Health 
is an un-Christian method of abolishing trial by 
jury.

This letter reads as 
follows: 

"Subject: ‘PARADE OF PATRIOTS WEEK', ATLANTA, GA., JULY 1-8, 1962. 

"Statement: The PRESIDENT, the CONGRESS, the SUPREME COURT of the 

Unites States have no existence outside the CONSTITUTION. 


"This July 4th will be the most historic anniversary of 
the United States, since it's glorious birth as a nation in 1776. 

A host of determined Patriots have banded together to force our 
Congress to return this government to operation under the strict 
law and letter of the Constitution, and halt it's march down the 
road of Welfare-State Socialism, into the waiting arms of a slave- 
state, banker-control led One World Communism. 

"These determined Christian men and women of influence 
will not tolerate another moment of government by Executive Order, 
under dictator Presidents, now will they longer delay in forcing 
Congress to curb and terminate government of tyranny by Federal, 
State and Local Courts or Judiciary. They have sworn to defeat 
every member of Congress at the election polls, district by 
district, whose voting has betrayed the nation and the people. 

"PARADE OF PATRIOTS WEEK will be a full week of sessions

Plan to spend your Fourth of July vacation week 
in Atlanta, brightest jewel in the crown of Dixie. 

"You will participate in a new Declaration of Independence, 
for this meeting spells the doom of Communism, World bankers and of 
stolen elections. You will be an original signer and founder of the 
movement that will show the world America is again free, and lives 
for Americans first. While offering goodwill and peace to every 
nation that wants it, America has spent It's last dollar to BUY 
either goodwill or peace, at the cost of our own destruction. 
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"Get the news to your state units at once. We'll 
send the enclosed to them, if you send us the list. Send in your 
national acceptance immediately,, and tell us the number of 
representatives you will have present, as soon as you receive them.

Informant furnished a copy of a letter circulated by 
DLRA in early May, 1962, this letter reads as follows: 

"White Christian Americans: 

'The white man and woman has to overcome a regimented 
force of 16 million votes in their elections, before they stand 
a chan.ce of controlling our government. Eleven million of these 
votes are Negroes; five million are anti-Christians, who have 
sworn to throw the greatest nation on earth into a One-World 
government. In the last presidential election, this unholy 
alliance voted as one solid bloc. 

"Both the Republican and Democrat Parties are out-bidding 
each other to con favor from these traitors. Each party is giving 
anything in the betrayal of the country to gain power of political 
office. As a result, the Negro and the anti-Christers now rule 
our country, in every department.

This leaflet, which 
was issued by DLRA, announced a series of fifteen minute radio 
programs over Station WGUN, Decatur, Georgia, to begin May 1, 
1962. According to the leaflet, WALLY BUTTERWORTH would be the 
DLRA speaker on this series

On May 2, 1962, SA, heard v/ALLY 
BUTTERWORTH speak over radio s'tation WGUN between 7‘-15 p.m., 
and 7:30 p.m., in a program which v/as sponsored by DLRA. 

BUTTERWORTH 1 s subject was "Negro Policemen." He attacked 
Chief of Police HERBERT T. JENKINS of Atlanta for his order 
of May 1, 1962, which removed restrictions on the authority 
of Negro policemen in Atlanta. BUTTERWORTH alleged that the 
removal of these restrictions was a political move made by the 
City administration to repay Negroes for their support in the 
last City Election. BUTTERWORTH alleged that the restrictions 
had been removed despite the petitions to the Board of Alderman 
signed by over 40,000 persons protesting the removal of the 
restrictions. 

On May 7j 1962, SA^HHHHHfep^feheard the DLRA 
Radio Program which was narratec^^usuaibyWALLY BUTTERWORTH. 

On this occasion he directed his attack on Senator WILLIAM 
FULLBRIGHT of Arkansas, whom he accused of being a traitor to the 
traditional Southern way of life. He announced that a tape of 
his speech was being sent to Arkansas and would be used against 
Senator FULLBRIGHT in the coming election. 

On may 8, 1962, again heard the 

same program which was devotS^r^m^s occasion to an attack on the 
NAACP and the Ford Foundation. He alleged that the NAACP is a 
Communist organization and that the current Negro voter regis¬ 
tration campaign in the South is being financed by the Ford 
Foundation. 

On May 9, 1962, again heard the 

DLRA Program in which BUTTERWORTH attempted to prove that the 
NAACP is a Communist organization by citing names of the leaders 
of the organization and indicating the number of front organizations 
with which these leaders had allegedly been connected.

attended the meeting held by DLRAatth^Jonesboro, Ga., Courthouse 
on the evening of May 19, 1962. stated that 65 men, 

women, and children were present at the courthouse to hear 
WALLACE BUTTERWORTH and JAMES R. VENABLE. He said he recognized 
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many members of the audience as current or former members of the 
Ku Klux Klan. He said BUTTERWORTH spoke first and wa3 bitterly 
anti-Semitic in his remarks. He talked about Jewish world banks 
controlling the economy of the United States and stated that^^^ 
Jew^controlled virtually all mass communications media. l|0fl 
4Hflfcsaid that JAMES R. VENABLE made a speech which was mostly 
anti-Negro in content. He stated that white peop^^nus^b^o 
vote in order to offset the Atlanta Negro vote. 
advised further that applications for membership in DLRA were 
distributed to those present, however, he did not see any of the 
finished applications turned in.

They have stated that they plan to march through 
Georgia. We have it that a good right-wing organization is 
planning a convention in Atlanta at the same time and we ask 
each of you to save up your money and take your vacation at that 
time and attend this good white organization that is coming to 
Atlanta. More on this later."

Xn a bulletin dated March 15, 1962, addressed to 
"Esteemed Klansmen wherever you are," CALVIN F 0 CRAIG, stated 
as follows: 



"The Nationwide Convention of the detested NAACP Is 
scheduled for Atlanta, Georgia for a full week, July 2-9, 1962. 

The City has rented them our Municipal Auditorium. Already 
7000 blacks have registered for the invasion. 

"This Communist outfit has sworn to forever break all 
remaining barriers o_t total intergration. Including hotels, 
restaurants, swimming pools. Motels, Office Buildings, 

Garages, and every other facility. They make Atlanta their target 
for they know that if Georgia falls, the back of our beloved South 
is broken. As Klansmen and as Americans, we say: - IT SHALL NOT 
BE.'.' 
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"To counteract this move, the Realm of Georgia has 
decided to band the white man together as never before. The 
Klans will join every Right Wing group in the Country, to 
stage a full week of sessions, at the exact same time. We are 
sending invitations to over 1500 Organizations, to bring the 
most famous speakers in the Nation to Atlanta.

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KNIGHTS OP THE KU KLUX KLAN 
NATIONAL KU KLUX KLAN (NKKK ) 


A source advised that on May 22, i 960 , the National 
Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan met at Atlanta, 
Georgia, to discuss consolidation of the Klans, unity of effort 
and activities, establish a National Fund and a National 
Secretary and to design a new flag. The meeting was attended 
by representatives of the Federation of Ku Klux Klans, Alabama; 
Association of Arkansas Klans, Arkansas; Florida Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Southern Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
Florida; Association of Georgia Klans, Georgia; Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, North Carolina; Association of South Carolina Klans, 
South Carolina; Dixie Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Tennessee; 
and Hyksos Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that at a consolidation meeting 
at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, I960, at which the North 
Carolina and Texas Klans were not represented, it was resolved 
and passed that their name will be changed to National Ku Klux 
Klan. 


This source also advised that at a consolidation 
meeting at Savannah, Georgia, October 23, i 960 , it was resolved 
and passed that in any future meetings of this group the name 
"Majority Citizens League" will be used. 

Another source advised that at a National Klonkave 
Meeting at Texarkana, Texas, on February 11-12, 1961 , a motion 
was carried that there should be at least six national meetings 
a year to be held any time from one week to twelve weeks 
after the last meetings. The time and meeting place is to 
be decided by the newly elected chairman. This second source 
aiso advised that at each meeting a new chairman and acting 
secretary are elected to serve at the next meeting. A national 
secretary has not been appointed.

A source advised on February 27, 1961 , that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in the U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, 
the split resulted from a leadership dispute and United Klans 
has the same aims and objectives as the parent group. These 
are the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy and 
segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1981 , the United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of 
America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan, Inc., forming United Klans of America, Inc., 

Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established 
headquarters In Suite 401, The Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. The organization Is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, 

Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the South 
with units in several Southern states.

Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, Georgia, 
reflect that this Klan organization was granted a corporate 
charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, under the 
name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S, Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, the split 
resulted from a leadership dispute and United Klans has the 
same aims and objectives as the parent group. These are the 
promotion of Americanism, white supremacy and segregation of 
the races. 


The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of 
America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established headquarters 
in Suite 401, The Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. The 
organization is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, Imperial Wizard, 
and is the dominant Klan group in the South with units in 
several southern states. 

Second source advised that at a meeting at 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U, S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans of 
America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan.

A public meeting sponsored by the Defensive Legion 
of Registered Americans, Inc., (DLRA) was held In a pasture 
owned by JAMES R. VENABLE, President of the organisation.

A source who has furnished reliable information in 
the past, advised on July 6, 1962, that the "Defensive League 
of Registered Americans, Inc.," Post Office Box 5Q, Decatur, 
Georgia, distributed leaflets advertising a "ONE WEEK PATRIOTIC 
RALLY, V.F.W. Hall Stone Mountain, Ga." The leaflet as 
distributed sets out the following program:

The bottom of this leaflet includes the following: 

'*WHITE MAN: - 'WE'RE OVERTHROWING THESE 
TRAITORS AND TAKING BACK OUR COUNTRY 1 " 

The source advised that Attorney JAMES VENABLE, who 
lives at Stone Mountain, Georgia, appeared to be in charge of 
the proceedings for the above affairs, assisted by WALLACE 
BUTTERWORTH. 

Source stated that the meetings had originally been 
planned according to the leaflet for the V.F.W, Hall at Stone 
Mountain, but on July 3, 1962, BUTTERWORTH said that authority 
to use this club had been withdrawn and the meeting would 
instead* be held that night in the front yard of VENABLE'S 
residence. Source stated that this is an extremely large 
yard and easily accomodated the approximately 600 persons he 
estimated to be present. In this connection, he stated that 
the Atlanta newspaper the next day in referring to this meeting 
said there had been about 300 persons present, but he believes 
600 would be more accurate. This meeting, as well as the 
meeting on July 4, 1962, which will be mentioned later, was 
open to the public. The source said that he did not see anyone 
wearing klan robes or regalia at either of these meetings. At 
the meeting which began at 7:00 P.M., July 3* 1962, JAMES 
VENABLE and WALLACE BUTTERWORTH spoke. VENABLE principally 
referred to the original plan to hold the meeting at the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars (V.F.W.) Club, and expressed himself 
as very bitter over the withdrawal of this permission. It was 
stated that VENABLE had given the property to the V.F.W. for 
its club and originally had a clause In the agreement whereby 
he could take the property back, but later had signed the 
property completely over to that organization; therefore, he 
said there was nothing he could do about this refusal. VENABLE 
did make the statement that he was going to fight the Mayor 
of Stone Mountain, Georgia, about this matter if he meets up 
with him. 


VENABLE then introduced Admiral JOHN H. CROMMELIN. 
CROMMELIN spoke for about one hour and a half. At the outset 
he told VENABLE and BUTTERWORTH and the crowd that he could 
understand their being angry about not being allowed to meet 
where they had originally plannei, but that they could not gain 




anything by violence and he urged them to cool down about this 
matter. Source stated that CROMMELIN spoke at length about 
the dangers of Communism. He said that there are Communists 
in this country and a great deal of Communist agents in Mexico 
and Cuba with a date set for them to take over this country. 

He did not say what the date was. He said that the Red 
Chinese were very active in this move and that Russia is 
pushing these people to do this. 

CROMMELIN made the statement that the Jews are behind 
much of the trouble in this country and made a statement that 
they have control over 80 per cent of the country now. 

According to the source, he said that what the Jews are after 
is to do away with the white race and then they can control 
the Negro themselves. He said that the Negroes think they are 
being smart by their present agitation and quarrels with the 
white people, but after they have been used by the Jews the 
latter will have no trouble in wiping out the Negroes. 

According to the source, what CROMMELIN advocated 
to be done was for the white men to get together and boycott 
Jewish merchants and their goods. 

WALLACE BUTTERWORTH played parts of recordings of 
speeches he had made and said these recordings would be 
available at $3*00 apiece. BUTTERWORTH said he had been a 
news commentator in the past all over the country. 

A speech was then made by a person introduced as 
Dr. G. ROY LOCKWOOD, Head of "Patriotic Evangelical News 
Service", Sioux City, Iowa. According to the source his speech 
was primarily against the Federal Reserve System and against 
the Jews, which he said are in control of the Federal Reserve. 


Source stated that during the course of the meeting 
some of those in the crowd privately identified themselves as 
being members of the Ku Klux Klan, without any specific klan 
organization being mentioned.

Some persons who appeared to be newspaper reporters 
were present at this meeting on the evening of July 3, 1962. 
Source said that the Atlanta Journal and Constitution newspaper 
of July 4, 1962, had a small article on Page 34 concerning 
this meeting and giving an estimate of 300 persons in 
attendance. He said that on July 4, 1962., he heard some 
grumbling among supporters who had been present at the meeting 
to the effect that the newspaper gave it very little 
publicity and it cut down the figure of the number present. 



Two men from California whose names were not 
obtained but who appeared to be preachers. 


Source stated that on the afternoon of July 4, 1962, 
another meeting was held, this time on the pasture of VENABLE'S 
property at Stone Mountain, Georgia. He estimated that some 
600 persons were in attendance at this meeting, which was also 
open to the public, and no persons were seen attending 
wearing Iclan robes. Nothing was said publicly at this meeting 
or at the meeting on July 1962, to identify persons with 

klan organizations. 

A speech was made by BILL RUTLEDGE of Shreveport, 
Louisiana. He announced that Judge LEANDER PEREZ of New 
Orleans, Louisiana, who had been scheduled to speak, had sent 
a telegram that it was impossible for him to attend. RUTLEDGE 
spoke, claiming the country was threatened by Communism. He 
also talked at some length about his program of sending 
Negroes north. He recommended that people form groups for 
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this purpose and get a Post Office box and collect donations 
and advertise along this line. He said they should then send 
north any Negro who responds and wants to be given the trip. 
RUTLEDGE reportedly made a statement to the effect that if 
some Negroes do not want to stay north, it will still give the 
KENNEDY brothers a little more trouble. RUTLEDGE made a 
statement to the effect that he had to catch a plane at 
4:00 P.M. and leave for Shreveport. 

Dr. G. ROY LOCKWOOD of Sioux City, Iowa, spoke, 
saying essentially the same as he had in his speech of July 
3, 1962. Dr. LOCKWOOD said that he had to catch a plane to 
return to Sioux City. 

The two men from California then talked, and 
according to the source, they talked very fast and it was 
difficult to follow what they had to say but their talks 
appeared to be more or less along the line of "revival 
preachers", saying that people should turn to God and that the 
country is getting into terrible condition because people are 
getting away from God. These men said in effect that racial 
troubles are the fault of Jews rather than the Negroes because 
the Jews are stirring it up. 

WALLACE BUTTERWORTH again spoke briefly, stating 
that recordings of some of his speeches were available for sale. 

At the meeting on July 4, 1962, there was distributed 
literature of "Patriotic Evangelical News Service", Post Office 
Box 213, Sioux City 2, Iowa, and of "Alert Americans 
Association", Post Office Box 1222, Los Angeles 53 > California. 
There was also distributed a leaflet advertising a speech of 
PRANK McGEHEE of the "National Indignation Convention" to be 
given at the Atlanta Woman’s Club Auditorium on July 6 , 1962 . 

At the meeting on July 4, 1962, JAMES VENABLE 
announced that there were persons present from 19 states. He 
did not identify the states. The source stated that during 
the course of July 3 and 4, 1962, he met persons attending 
these affairs who in private conversations said they were 
from the following states: GEORGIA, FLORIDA, SOUTH CAROLINA, 
ALABAMA, MISSISSIPPI, LOUISIANA, TEXAS, CALIFORNIA, IOWA, 
PENNSYLVANIA, ARKANSAS, and TENNESSEE. 
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As stated before, the meetings of July 3 and 4, 1962, 
were open to the public and announced as sponsored by the 
Defensive League of Registered Americans, Inc.
